Track Problems Widespread 


Metro officials report failures on four of system’s five lines 


WASHINGTON I The train control system 
designed to prevent Metro crashes is mal- 
functioning across the rail system, suggest- 
ing that a technological failure at the heart of 
last month’s fatal crash maybe widespread, 
according to officials and documents. 

At least a half-dozen track circuits on 
four of the five lines of the transit system 
have failed to properly detect the presence 
of trains. 


In addition to the continuing failure of 
a track circuit at the accident site between 
Takoma and Fort Totten, Metro rail chief 
Dave Kubicek said the agency found “anoma- 
lies” at six track circuits. In some instances, 
workers troubleshooting the problematic cir- 
cuits have taken the unusual step of turning 
off those where problems are deemed more 
serious. In a statement Tuesday night, Metro 
said it is a “gross exaggeration” to suggest 


the problem is widespread. 

When maintenance crews disable track 
circuits, they create “dark” stretches of the sub- 
way. That means trains have to proceed one 
at a time through the affected section of track 
at a maximum speed of 15 mph, creatingde- 
lays. It also means that controllers in Metro’s 
downtown operations center cannot “see” the 
train as it moves through the affected area, 
and the safe operation of the train is entirely 
in the hands of the operator, lenah.sun and

Health Bill 
Fight Turns 
To Abortion 

Group of 20 Dems 
want an explicit ban 
on funding procedure 

WASHINGTON I Democratic law- 
makers opposed to federal fund- 
ing for abortions said Tuesday the 
House leadership’s health care bill 
contains a “hidden mandate” that 
would allow taxpayer dollars to be 
used to end pregnancies. 

Abortion is not mentioned in 
the 1,018-page bill that Democrat- 
ic leaders hope will be approved 
by the last of three House com- 
mittees this week. But abortion 
opponents say the bill’s silence is 
precisely the problem, 

“We cannot support any health 
care reform proposal unless it 
explicitly excludes abortion from 
the scope of any government- 
defined or subsidized health insur- 
ance plan,” a group of 20 Demo- 
cratic representatives said in a 
June 25 letter to House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, D- Calif 

Federal law prohibits govern- 
ment funds from being used to pay 
for abortions in most cases. How- 
ever, nearly 90 percent of employ- 
er-based private insurance plans 
routinely cover abortion, (ap) 


Pricey planes have 
not been used during 
Afghan, Iraq wars 

WASHINGTON | The Senate voted 
to terminate further production of 
the U.S. Air Force’s topline F-22 
fighter jets Tuesday, giving Presi- 
dent Obama a major spending vic- 
tory and siding with the Pentagon’s 
desire for smaller jets better suited 
to 21st-century wars. 

F-22 supporters complained 
the action would be a blow to long- 
term national defense — and cost 
thousands of jobs in a recession. 

The 58-40 vote to cut t$1.75 bil- 
lion from a $680 billion defense 
bill was a hard-fought victory for 
Obama, who had threatened to 
veto defense spending legisla- 
tion if it included funds for more 
F-22s. Wavering lawmakers heard 
repeatedly from Vice President Joe 
Biden, Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates and other senior adminis- 
tration officials. 

While Tuesday’s vote gives 
momentum to the side against 
F-22s, a final decision must wait 
for the House and Senate to reach

a compromise on their differing 
defense bills. 

The vote was “a signal that we 


are not going to continue to build 
weapons systems with cost over- 
runs which outlive their require- 
ments for defending this nation,” 
declared Republican Sen, John 
McCain of Arizona, who joined 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
Chairman Carl Levin in arguing 
for cutting off production. 


Gates, first appointed by Pres- 
ident George W. Bush, wants to 
shift military spending to pro- 
grams more attuned to today’s 
unconventional wars. The F-22, 
designed for midair combat, has 
been irrelevant to the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan and therefore not

Scholar’s Charge Dropped

Mass, city calls arrest 
of Gates at his home 
a regrettable’ incident 

BOSTON I Prosecutors dropped a 
disorderly conduct charge Tuesday 
against prominent black scholar 
Henry Louis Gates Jr,, who was 
arrested by a white officer at his 
home near Harvard University 
after a report of a break-in. 

The city of Cambridge issued a 
statement saying the arrest “was 
regrettable and unfortunate,” 
and police and Gates agreed that 
dropping the charge was a just 
resolution, 

“This incident should not be 
viewed as one that demeans the 
character and reputation of pro- 
fessor Gates or the character of the 
Cambridge Police Department,” 
the statement said. 

Still, Gates insisted on an apol- 
ogy for the arrest, which he said 
was motivated by racism, 

“There are 1 million black 
men in jail in this country, and 
last Thursday I was one of them,” 
Gates told The Washington Post 
on Tuesday. “This is outrageous, 
and that this is how poor black 


men across the country are treat- 
ed every day in the criminal jus- 
tice system.” 

Supporters say Gates — the 
director of Harvard’s W.E.B, Du 
Bois Institute for African and Afri- 
can American Research — was 
immediately considered a sus- 
pect because officers were sum- 
moned to the house by a woman 
who said she saw “two black males 
with backpacks on the porch,” one 


of whom was “wedging his shoul- 
der into the door as if he was try- 
ing to force entry,” according to a 
police report. 

Police said the 58-year-old 
Gates was arrested after he yelled 
at an officer, accused him of racial 
bias and refused to calm down 
after the officer demanded that 
Gates show him identification 
to prove he lived in the home.

Inmate in Ohio dies 
by lethal injeetion for 
killing spree in 1992 

LUCASVILLE, OHIO I A man who 
went on a 1992 Christmas holiday 
killing spree that left six people 
dead, including an 18-year-old 
mother gunned down at a pay 
phone, was executed Tuesday, 
the state’s second execution in 
two weeks and the 1,000th lethal 
injection in the U.S. since the 


death penalty 
was reinstated 
in 1976. 

Marvallous 
Keene, 36, who 
was convicted 
in five of the 
murders, chose 
not to file a late 
appeal over his death sentence. 

He died by lethal injection at 
the Southern Ohio Correctional 
Facility in Lucasville — seven days 
after Ohio’s last execution. 


The European Union presi- 
dency, currently held by Sweden, 
released a statement noting the 
1,000 executions and calling on 
the U.S. to halt them, 

“The European Union is 
opposed to the use of capital pun- 
ishment in all cases and under all 
circumstances,” the statement said. 
“We believe that the abolition of 
the death penalty is essential to 
protect human dignity and to the 
progressive development of human

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Texas Police Defuse Tense Protest 


Conflict flares after 
eharges are dropped 
in black mans death 

PARIS, TEXAS I State police in full 
riot gear rushed a downtown street 
in this eastern Texas town Tues- 
day to break up a tense standoff 
between hundreds of black and 
white protesters who exchanged 
screams of “Black power!” and 
“White power!” 

A skinhead carrying a Con- 
federate flag and a shirtless white 
man were arrested on suspicion 
of disorderly conduct before the 
protesters separated, Paris police 
spokesman Lt. Danny Huff said.

The conflict began with a 
march by about 100 black activ- 
ists who were protesting the state’s 
handling of the case of a black man 
who was run over and dragged by 
a vehicle. 

At the town square, the crowd 
grew to about 200 black people 
on one side of a street. Across the 
street were about a dozen white 
supremacists, including four skin- 
heads holding Nazi swastika flags. 
About 30 white people were behind 
them, but it was unclear whether 
they were protesting. 

The two sides shouted at each 
other while a dozen or so law 
enforcement officers were in the 
street keeping them apart. After 


several tense minutes of scream- 
ing and the groups’ inching clos- 
er, about 35 Texas state troopers 
marched swiftly into the crowd. 

The rally in Paris is the third 
protest over the death of 24 -year- 
old Brandon McClelland, whose 
mangled body was found Sept. 16 
after he was run over by a vehicle 
and dragged beneath it. A prosecu- 
tor cited a lack of evidence in drop- 
ping murder charges last month 
against two white men arrested 
in his death. 

Prosecutors in the case ini- 
tially charged two of McClel- 
land’s friends. Shannon Finley and 
Charles Crostley, with murdering 
him. But a prosecutor dismissed 
the charges after a gravel truck 
driver came forward and said he 
might have accidentally run over 
McClelland, jeff carlton (ap)

Stargazer Spots 
A Scar on Jupiter 


Scientists say gash 
on planet may signal 
collision with a comet 

LOS ANGELES I An amateur star- 
gazer in Australia spotted an 
Earth-sized gash on Jupiter, pos- 
sibly caused by a collision with a 
comet, NASA scientists say. 

Using an infrared telescope in 
Hawaii, NASA scientists found 
evidence that Jupiter was appar- 
ently struck in recent days near 
its south pole. 

NASA credited Anthony Wes- 
ley of Murrumbateman, Austra- 
lia, a computer programmer with 
a good reputation among profes- 
sional astronomers. 

“We owe a huge debt to him 
for picking up on these things,” 
said planetary scientist Leigh 


Fletcher at NASA’s Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory. 

Images released by NASA 
show the impact occurred near 
the south pole and caused debris 
to fly into the upper atmosphere. 
The scar is pale-looking from the 
reflection of debris. 

Since scientists did not see 
the actual collision, they do not 
know the size and mass of the 
object that hit. However, based 
on the size of the gash, what- 
ever slammed into Jupiter was 
“much, much smaller” than 
Earth, Fletcher said. 

This is only the second time 
astronomers have observed the 
aftermath of an object hitting 
Jupiter. Fifteen years ago, the 
planet was bombarded by pieces 
of the comet Shoemaker-Levy 9.

Biden Reassures Ukraine 
Over U.S.-Russia Relations 

Vice President Joe Biden assured a 
nervous Ukraine on Tuesday that 
its interests won’t be sacrificed as 
the United States tries to mend 
ties with Moscow. Visiting Kiev 
two weeks after President Obama 
attended a Moscow summit, Biden 
said Russia can claim no “sphere of 
influence” in its backyard. Biden 
travels next to Georgia, which 
lost a five-day war with Russia

Interim Government Orders 
Venezuelan Envoys to Leave 

Honduras’ interim government 
Tuesday ordered Venezuelan dip- 
lomats to leave the country as the 
international community threat- 
ened new sanctions on the Central 
American nation if negotiations fail 
to resolve the crisis. Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez has been a 
vociferous critic of what he calls the 
“gorilla” government that overthrew

A police inquiry was launched 
Tuesday into employees from 
Continental Airlines after a for- 
mer president of India was frisked 
before boarding a flight to the Unit- 
ed States. The airline’s staff vio- 
lated a government order on pro- 
tocol for dignitaries when former 
president A.P. J. Abdul Kalam was 
told to remove his shoes and was 
scanned by a metal detector, (ap)

In Thailand, Clinton 
says nations’ alliance 
would pose a threat 

BANGKDK I On her second trip to 
Asia as secretary of state, Hillary 
Rodham Clinton is carrying a no- 
nonsense message about Ameri- 
can intentions. 

“The United States is back,” she 
declared Tuesday upon arrival in 
the Thai capital. 

By that she meant the admin- 
istration of President Obama 


thinks it’s time to show Asian 
nations that the United States is 
not distracted by its wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, and intends to 
broaden and deepen its partner- 
ships in this region. 

In the seaside town of Phuket for 
international meetings, Clinton said 
she would sign ASEAN’s seminal 
Treaty of Amity and Cooperation, a 
commitment to peacefully resolve 
regional disputes that has already 
been signed by more than a dozen 
countries outside the bloc. 

She also reiterated Obama

administration concerns that 
North Korea, already a threat to 
the U.S. and its neighbors with 
its history of illicit sales of mis- 
siles and nuclear technology, is 
now developing ties to Myanmar’s 
military dictatorship. 

“We know there are also grow- 
ing concerns about military coop- 
eration between North Korea and 
Burma,” she said in the Thai capi- 
tal. “It would be destabilizing for 
the region, [and] it would pose a 
direct threat to Burma’s neigh- 
bors.”

Millions Gather in Asia for Eclipse 


Once-a-century sight 
sparks new research, 
fears in Indian village 

TAREGNA, INDIA I Scientists, stu- 
dents and nature enthusiasts 
prepared Wednesday for the lon- 
gest total solar eclipse of the 21st 
century, while millions planned 


to shutter themselves indoors, 
giving in to superstitious myths 
about the phenomenon. 

The eclipse — visible only in 
Asia — was to reach its peak in 
India at about 6:20 a.m. local time, 
and last six minutes and 39 sec- 
onds at its maximum point. 

There will not be a longer 
eclipse than Wednesday’s until 


the year 2132. 

In the past week, the Indian vil- 
lage of Taregena — where scientists 
said residents would have the clear- 
est view — has been swamped by 
researchers planning to study scien- 
tific phenomena ranging from birds’ 
behavior to atmospheric changes 
affected by the eclipse. 

“We are hoping to make some 


valuable observations on the for- 
mation of asteroids around the 
sun,” said Pankaj Bhama, a sci- 
entist with India’s Science Popu- 
larization Association of Commu- 
nicators and Educators. 

At the same time, millions across 
India planned to stay indoors, 
gripped by fearful myths. 


In India, pregnant 
women were told to 
stay indoors during 
the eclipse due to 
superstitions. 


Across India, even in regions 
where the eclipse was not visible, 
pregnant women were advised to 
stay indoors in curtained rooms due 
to a belief that the sun’s invisible 
rays would harm the fetus and the 
baby would be born with disfigura- 
tions or a congenital defect. 

In the northern Indian state of 
Punjab, authorities ordered schools 
to begin an hour later to prevent 
children from venturing out and 
gazing at the sun. 

Others saw a business oppor- 
tunity: A travel agency in India 
scheduled a flight to watch the 
eclipse by air. indrajit kumar singh (ap)

Near-simultaneous 
attacks strike Afghan, 
American facilities 

GARDEZ, AFGHANISTAN I Suspect- 
ed Taliban militants armed with 
bombs, rifles and rocket-propelled 
grenades launched near-simulta- 
neous assaults Tuesday on Afghan 
and U.S. facilities in two eastern 
cities, killing six Afghan police 
and intelligence officers. 

The attacks in Gardez and 
Jalalabad may have been aimed 
at relieving pressure on Taliban 
fighters in southern Afghanistan 
— the focus of U.S. and British 
operations against the hard-line 


Islamic militants. 

A quick response by Afghan 
police and soldiers prevented more 


casualties. Eight insurgents were 
killed and one was captured in the 
two attacks, officials said, adding 


that none got away. 

Nevertheless, the assaults 
showed that the Taliban are capa- 
ble of mounting complex attacks 
in different parts of the coun- 
try, stretching the capabilities 
of U.S. and allied forces locked 
in the bloodiest fighting of the 
Afghan war. 

Militants, some of them wear- 
ing explosive belts and disguised 
in women’s burqa robes, launched 
the attacks in late morning, storm- 
ing the governor’s compound, the 
intelligence department and the 
police department in Gardez and 
the U.S.-run airfield in Jalalabad 
about 90 miles to the northeast.

MUMBAI, INDIA I An Indian court 
that heard a confession from the 
lone surviving gunman in the 
Mumbai attacks put a gag order on 
his latest testimony — a message 
to his handlers and a description 
of the indoctrination he received 
before coming to India.

Nations Race to Slow Flu 


Death toll from HlNl 
virus surpasses 700 as 
experts mull solutions 

GENEVA I Students across Europe 
may have their summer holidays 
extended, some Muslim nations 
are warning pregnant women 
not to attend the hajj and China 
is quarantining hundreds of for- 
eign students. 

It’s all part of a global effort to 
slow the spread of swine flu until a 
vaccine becomes widely available 
— but experts and governments 
are divided on how well the mea- 
sures will really work. 


The World Health Organiza- 
tion said Tuesday that deaths from 
the new HlNl virus have doubled 
in the past three weeks, rising to 
more than 700 from about 330 at 
the start of July. 

As scientists race to develop 
and produce a vaccine against the 
swine flu, the U.N. health agency 
is working to figure out what coun- 
tries can do to tackle the expected 
explosion in cases later this year in 
the Northern Hemisphere.

Several high school students from 
Montgomery County and the Dis- 
trict are being quarantined in Bei- 
jing after several of them tested 
positive for swine flu, according to 
parents contacted Tuesday. 

The 22 students and two teach- 
ers are part of the Chinese Bridge 
Summer Camp, a two-week lan- 
guage and culture immersion pro- 
gram organized by the Confucius 
Institute at Maryland.

utive director. 

When that student tested 
positive for swine flu, the entire 
group was moved to a “quaran- 
tine hotel” where their tempera- 
tures are taken twice a day and 
they have limited exposure to 
anyone, including each other.

No Bids for Watergate at Auction

Landmark hotel sold 
back to bank that just 
foreclosed on owners 

The Watergate Hotel was taken 
back Tuesday by the German bank 
that foreclosed on its debt-ridden 
owners at an auction that failed to 
attract any bids, despite interna- 
tional attention. 

But the fate of the 251-room 
hotel that will be forever linked 
with the scandal that brought down 
then-President Richard Nixon is 
far from decided. PB Capital, a 
subsidiary of Deutsche Postbank 
AG, made a $25 million credit bid 
for the property, which has views 
of the Potomac. The bank, which 
is owed $40 million by developer 
Monument Realty, will now market 
the 12-story hotel to interested buy- 
ers in a private sale, said the lender’s 
attorney, David Astrove. 

At least two developers, includ- 
ing Monument, plan to negotiate 
directly with the lender. Monu- 
ment bought the hotel in 2004 
with financing from now-bank- 
rupt Lehman Brothers. 

Monument principal Michael 
Darby said he has commitments 


from new investors to move for- 
ward with the company’s plan 
to restore the property to a five- 
star hotel. 

Developer Robert Holland, 
whose projects include the George- 
town waterfront complex, also said 
he wants to buy the hotel and is 
talking to a United Arab Emirates- 
based luxury hotel chain, Jumei- 
rah, about operating it.

Renters Tempted 
By Slide in Prices 


Home ownership is 
suddenly a possibility 
for many Americans 

REAL ESTATE I For Aaron Carter — 
a musician who was struggling to 
fit a drum set, a piano and three 
guitars into his 600-square-foot 
apartment in Phoenix — the math 
of owning a home finally began to 
work in his favor. 

Rent for the apartment he 
shared with his wife: $615. Mort- 
gage payment for a home with 
twice the space: $760. And the 
interest on a mortgage is tax- 
deductible. So, they jumped at the 
chance to buy some elbow room, 
“We figured that, everything 
together, getting more space, get- 
ting out of the apartment life and 
also just the prices right now, it 
just was the perfect time for us as a 


couple” to buy, said Carter, 20. 

For Americans debating wheth- 
er to buy or rent their homes, the 
scales are tipping toward owner- 
ship, Because of the slide in home 
prices, low interest rates and tax 
incentives, renters are realizing 
they could handle a mortgage for 
just a little more money. 

An Associated Press analysis 
of 45 metro areas finds the gap 
between the monthly mortgage 
payment on a median-priced home 
and the median rent has shrunk 
from $777 a month to just $221 in 
the past three years.

Bernanke Defends Fed’s 


Chairman says audits 
of central bank would 
compromise decisions 

WASHINGTON | Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke ran into 
skepticism Tuesday from U.S. law- 
makers wary of expanding the 
Fed’s duties to police big financial 
companies. They argued that the 
Fed failed to spot problems that 
led to the financial crisis in the 


first place. 

“The Fed has made some big 
mistakes,” said the House pan- 
el’s highest-ranking Republican, 
Spencer Bachus. 

An Obama administration pro- 
posal to make the Fed the super- 
cop of globally interconnected 
financial companies would be “just 
inviting a false sense of security 
that inevitably will be shattered 
at the expense of the taxpayer,” 
Bachus warned.

Powers 

Bernanke countered that the 
administration’s proposal would 
be a “modest reorientation” of the 
Fed’s powers. 

The Fed boss sought to assure 
investors and Congress that the 
central bank will be able to reel 
in the economic stimulus and pre- 
vent a flare-up of inflation once a 
recovery is firmly rooted. 

Bernanke argued against con- 
gressional proposals to let the Gov- 
ernment Accountability Office, 


Congress’ investigative arm, audit 
the central bank. He feared that 
audits that delve into the Fed’s 
interest-rate decisions could com- 
promise its independence in set- 
ting interest-rate policies. 

“A perceived loss of monetary 
policy independence could raise 
fears about future inflation,” he 
warned. 

Rep. Bill Posey, R-Fla., who 
wants the Fed to be more open, 
argued that some people rightly 
say “you can find out more about 
the operations of the CIA, than 
the Fed. The public has the right

Easy: Go online. Thanks to the 
explosion of social networking sites, 

Washingtonians don’t have to wait 
for this MTV show to premiere. 

Just ask Chris Wiggins. As the 
man behind the feed Twitter.com/ 

RealWorldDCNewz, the 29 -year- 
old freelance writer is the go -to 
source when it comes to tracking 
castmates’ whereabouts. 

A sample tweet: “The #RWDC 
kids have to leave Third Edition 
and he home hy 2:00am ...So rush 
on over there h4 their bedtime!” 

Wiggins’ detailed tweets have 
drawn followers in droves — at press 
time, he’d reached 3,662. What began 
as a whim is now a full-time beat, 
with his Twitter feed serving as an 
aggregator of “Real World” online 
updates. But he’s quick to say where 
his mission ends (“I’m not one of 
the many stalkers following people 
around”) and what his rules are. 

“I try to be responsible with dis- 
seminating information. ... I’ll share 
positive and negative information. 

I’m not biased,” he said 

Adam Rosenberg, 28, is taking 
sides: He contributes to the Anti- 
Real World D.C. blog (Antireal- 
world.com) and Twitter/antireal- 
worlddc. Why is he so riled up?

“I live 40 feet away” from the 
“Real World” house, he said. “It’s 
altered the way things are in my 
quiet little area.” The culprit: Tipsy

of the stars — at 3 a.m. “Two out of 
three days [two weeks ago], there 
was a fight outside my place.” 

His site, which averages 4,000 
visitors daily, focuses on the effect 
the show’s production has had on 
those in the area. Cast sightings are 
still fodder, though, for Rosenberg 
and his nine blogging cohorts, some 
of whom are fellow neighbors.

‘Michael and Michael 
Have Issues’ blends 
sketch and sitcom 

COMEDY I Michael Ian Black 
and Michael Showalter are the 
Michaels of “Michael & Michael 
Have Issues,” a new situation- 
sketch-metacomedy that pre- 
mieres tonight on Comedy Central 
(10:30 p.m.). The series features 
the stars as “themselves”: They are 
seen living their lives, making their 
TV show and performing in it. But 
it is all made up; only the names 
haven’t been changed. 

Each Michael is overly com- 
petitive and jealous of the other’s 
standing. In the pilot, they fight 
to impress an intern interview- 
ing them for his high school paper. 
“Every John Lennon needs his 
Ringo,” Showalter says, “because 
John provides the passion and 


the genius and the writing and 
vision, and Ringo plays drums.” 
Black says: “I needed my Gar- 
funkel — somebody less talented 
than me but somebody who could 
sing on pitch.” 

The sketches include an anti- 
drugs lecture that turns slowly in 
their favor. (Showalter: “Like, if 
you’ve got midterms to study for ... 
drugs work great for that.” Black: 
“Or if you just want music to sound 
better.” Showalter: “Or if you’re just 
bored.”) A bit about a TV weath- 
erman too quiet to hear is quite 
funny until he attacks the news 
anchors like a dog in heat. 

Practically speaking, the mix 
of sketch and story lets them not 
invest too heavily in either, and 
“Michael & Michael” is pretty 
consistently amusing in a low- 
boil way while rarely break- 
ing into brilliance, robert lloyd

‘Idol’s’ Jordin Sparks 
turns out a pop-y 
sophomore album 
with no edge to it 

I D 0 LS I Jordin Sparks should stick 
to ballads. 

When compared to other 
“American Idol” winners, Sparks — 
the victor of season six — is toward 
the top end of the pack. 

But when stacked against non- 
’American Idol” stars — Beyonce, 
Rihanna, Ciara — her new album, 
“Battlefield,” doesn’t seem that 
impressive. Sparks lacks edge, and 
though her voice is legitimately 
amazing, it’s not enough to carry 
the cheesy, repetitive pop fare that 
dominates most of her sophomore 
offering. It’s only when Sparks’ voice 


is totally alone — and fully on display 
— that her album truly delivers. 

On her debut, “Jordin Sparks,” 
the singer had the teenage-love 
thing down. The album lacked 
any kind of grit or grime; instead, 
it was the kind of pristine, happy- 
go-lucky collection that catapulted 
Sparks’ good-girl image into the 
mainstream. 

And that image pretty much 
persists through “Battlefield,” 
even though the album is divid- 
ed (roughly) into two parts: The 
first half is full of generic, radio - 
friendly tracks, and the second 
half includes the album’s ballads 
(and best parts). 

Most of the tracks place Sparks 
in the role of righteously honest, 
satisfyingly confident girl who 
can’t help telling it like it is, and

it’s effective — sometimes. For 
example, though Pat Benatar 
should probably spank Sparks 
for stealing that whole “love is 
a battlefield” thing, the album’s 
eponymous first single is a smart- 
ly assembled Wall of Sound with 
Sparks’ voice as its main instru- 
ment. And the hook and chorus 
— “I never meant to start a war/ 
You know I never want to hurt you/ 
Don’t even know what we’re fight- 
ing for/Why does love always feel 
like/A battlefield?” — are some of 
the best on the album. 

It’s too bad that the majority 
of other straight-pop songs on the 
album aren’t as effective, and it’s 
mainly because their instrumen- 
tation overwhelms Sparks’ voice.

Beyond the Big Apple 


Two N.J. hotels hope 
to lure tourists away 
from N.Y.C. hot spots 

ACCOMODATIONS I Jersey City 
and Hoboken offer great views of 
Manhattan from across the Hud- 
son River, But New Yorkers and 
tourists don’t generally consider 
the New Jersey cities destinations 
worth leaving the Big Apple for — 
unless they’re touring locations 
connected to “The Sopranos.” 

Now, both of these cities on the 
waterfront are home to new lux- 
ury hotels, the Westin Jersey City 


Newport, which opened in Janu- 
ary, and the W Hoboken Hotel, 
which opened in March, 

The hotels, two miles apart, 
are hoping to lure business trav- 
elers and tourists away from New 
York with larger rooms, cheaper 
rates, views of the Manhattan 
skyline and access to the city via 
the convenient 24-hour, $1,75 
PATH train. 

But besides opening in the 
worst recession since the Depres- 
sion, the hotels face big challenges: 
overcoming the not-so-favorable 
reputations of their locales and 
attracting out-of-town travelers to 


what may be unfamiliar terrain. 

But Hoboken — population 
39,000 — and Jersey City — pop- 
ulation 240,000 — have recently 
been transformed into a popular 
place to live, with upscale condos, 
and bars, restaurants and shops 
along the main drag. 

And counter to current hotel 
trends, the Westin’s occupancy 
since opening is about 70 per- 
cent, with demand coming from 
meetings, airline crews and leisure 
travelers, said Robert McIntosh, 
director of marketing and sales. 
Occupancy at the W Hoboken 
is 60 percent, megan k. scott (ap)
